Parker’s Patent Vise Swivel 


Illustration on opposite page shows working parts 
of Parker’s Swivel Vise Base, patented November 22, 
1910. 

As will be noted from illustration, base “A”, is de¬ 
signed with recess to receive expansion ring “B”, also 
has hole in center to receive bolt “D”, which is screwed 
into threaded hole “G”, in center of vise flange. The 
duty of this bolt is to hold base to vise. 

The expansion ring “B”, is split at one side with 
wedge shape opening to receive steel wedge “C”, and 
on the other side, has a stud “E”, perpendicular to 
face of ring; this stud serving the double duty of keep¬ 
ing the dirt out of recess in base and also centering the 
wedge “C”, in position to receive draw bolt “F”. 

This bolt “F”, is operated by small lever on top of 
vise flange, which turns bolt into wedge “C”; the 
wedge is drawn up expanding the ring “B”, against 
the wall of the base “A”, forming a positive grip. 

This swivel can be operated either from the right or 
left side of vise by turning out the center bolt “D”, 
lifting vise off base and turning the ring “B” around 
so that the stud "E" enters the hole on the opposite 
side of hole “H”, then put draw bolt “F” in hole 
“H”, and turn bolt into wedge “C”, after securing 
base to vise with center bolt “D”.
